previous years, but nevertheless, some of the exhibits were excep- 
tionally fine, The flowers, especially in some varieties, were. up to 
the usual high standard, and the vegetable and fruit exhibits con- 
tained fine collections.

Raising Level of 
Gull Lake Topic 
At. Annual Meeting 


L. S. Cutler, Rimbey, Explains 
Proposal to Divert Blindman 
River Into Lake 


A detailed explanation of the 
proposal to divert the waters 
from the east branch of the 
Blindman River into Gull Lake 
was given Wednesday night by 
L. S. Cutler of Rimbey at the an- 
nual meeting of the ratepayers 
of the Village of Gull Lake, held 
in Fernie’s Hall. Close to thirty 
were present. Mr. Cutler, by aid 
of a map, showed the terrain 
around the north part of the 
lake. He explained that by dig- 
ging a cut, approximately nine 
feet deep and about two miles in 
length, the waters now flowing 
down the Blindman would run 
into Gull Lake. “The Blindman 
River,” he stated, “is twelve feet 
higher than the horth end of 
Gull Lake at its high ‘water 
mark.” 


Mr. Cutler informed the rate- 
payers that a committee had been 
appointed by the Boards of Trade 
of Lacombe and District, Bentley 
and Rimbey to check into the 
proposal and determine the vol- 
ume of water that would be 
available. The councillors of Gull 
Lake were asked to work along 
with these committees: in an .en- 
deavor to find out the: feasibility 
of the. proposal. tay 

Roads Aré Discussed 

Most of the discussion for the 
evening centered around the con- 
dition of the roads, and the re- 
pairing of them. The narrow 
road from F. E. McLeod’s cor- 
ner to Ebeling’s Beach received 
a great deal of comment. Some 
felt that the road should be wid- 
ened, the trees to be cut down to 
allow this work. Others, living 
in that vicinity, believed the lane 
to be a pretty drive, and recom- 
mended that no trees be cut 
down. A motion was finally 
passed to the effect that the road 
should be widened where pos- 
sible; that only the most danger- 
ous large trees should be cut 
down, and these only if it was 
proven impracticable to circum- 
vent them by runing a _ road 
around the trees. 


The patrolling of the lake dur- 
ing the fall and early spring also 
was discussed as_ ratepayers 
claimed some steps ‘should be 
taken to prevent marauders from 
breaking into the summer homes. 
It was suggested, however, that 
with so long a beach to patrol, 
the protection to be afforded by 
a watchman would be negligible, 
and no steps were taken. Simi- 
lar opinions were voiced regard- 
ing the stray cattle along the 
beach in fall and spring, and a 
motion was finally passed to 
“recommend to the council that 
a by-law to provide a_ penalty 
for stray cattle in the village be 
passed, if the passing of such a 
by-law is within the powers of 
the council.” 


Appreciate New Sidewalk 


Satisfaction with the new side- 
walk from Jenkins’ to Fernie’s 
was voiced, and the ratepayers 
commended the council on their 
zeal in providing this walk. It 
was suggested that large signs 
be placed along the beach to 
warn automobile drivers to stay 
off the beach with their cars. 
The council was also requested 
to have posters printed, such 
posters to be posted up in all 
cottages, to warn those living at 
the lake of the ‘regulations re-

Rain interferes 
With Decoration 
Day Services 


Rev. A. L. Carr Conducts Main 
Services in St. Andrew's 
United Church 


“Security is one of the great 
principles of life and behind all 
law and all wars lies the de-. 
sire on the part of the people 
for security,” said Rev. A. L. 
Carr as he gave the memorial 
address on Decoration Sunday in 
St. Andrew’s Church. Owing to 
a heavy downfall of rain, part of 
the service was held in the 
church and completed in Memor- 
ial Park, and the decorating of 
the soldiers’ graves at the ceme- 
tery was dispensed with. 

Continuing, Mr. Carr said: “In 
the face of world conditions to- 
day, the question may well be 
asked: Has there been a realiza- 
tion of the security and safety 
for which our men laid down 
their lives in the Great War? 
Greed, selfishness and dishonesty 
are dangers which threaten to 
undermine the national life of 
today, which threaten to wreck 
homes and individual lives. The 
torch of truth and righteousness 
was thrown to us: ’tis ours to 
hold it high by embodying in our 
lives the principles of purity, 
generosity, honesty, etc. all of 
which may be summed up in the 
one word, ‘Love,’” 


_._,Mayor Jones Presides 

Mayor E. H. Jones presided as 
chairman and spoke of the seri- 
ous situation which prevailed in 
many countries, and which he 
likened to a powder mine ready 
for the spark which will set it 
afire. The Great War would ap- 
pear but a plaything in compari- 
son to the results of another 
world war, and which, Mayor 
Jones felt, would destroy civili- 
zation. Rev. F. W. Coxson read 
the Scripture lesson from“Deut. 4 
ch., and the King’s Message was 
read by S. T. Halton. A solo, “O 
Valiant Hearts,” was sung by 
Thos. Wilks. 


Following this service the con- 
gregation repaired to the park, 
where Patricia Jardine placed 
flowers on the cenotaph while 
the names of the departed were 
called by S. T. Halton. C. W. 
Braithwaite sounded the Last 
Post, and following the two min- 
utes silence sounded the Reveille 
while the flag was raised by 
Chief of Police Holgate.

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E. L, Gray's Puzzling Speech 


OPE for unity among the political parties of 
Alberta received a setback in the recent 
speech made by E, L. Gray at High River recently, 
in which the Liberal leader stated his party will 
enter a Liberal candidate, or an ally, in every 
riding in the Province. His words struck a dis- 
cordant note among thousands of Alberta citizens 
who look upon Unity as the only hope to ensure 
the election of a new government in, this Province. 
His statement is a direct contrast to his ardent 
plea for co-operation made at the Liberal con- 
vention in Calgary last year at the time of his 
election as Liberal leader; in fact many.who have 
read his first speeches and his speech at High 
River will find it hard to believe that they were 
made by the same man. 

Nor can it be said in Mr. Gray’s favor that 
the need for unity among political bodies in. Al- 
berta have been lessened by any recent develop- 
ments; in fact, the victory of a Social Credit 
candidate in the East Edmonton Federal by-elec- 
tion plainly showed that the united strength of ali 
parties will be needed to overcome the present 
Provincial Government in Alberta. 

The remarks of Mr. Gray, however, should at 
least be cheering to one group—Premier Aberhart 
and his Social Credit members of the legislature— 
for if the leaders of all political parties in Alberta 
made statements of policy similar to those made 
by the Liberal leader, the chances of the.return of 
the Social Credit party to power at the next pro- 
vincial election would be greatly enhanced.” 


A Mutual Problem 


HE proposal of the United States to get to- 

gether on methods of salesmanship to avoid 
“throat-cutting” competition in the sale of the 
two countries’ export wheat surplus, is ene that 
will find favor with the majority of the residents 
of Canada, The U.S, is planning to. subsidize the 
wheat, growers’ of their.country, affording much 
the same protection to their farmers as @anada’s 
aid in pegging the price of wheat. 

The wheat growing countries of the world are 
facing a serious situation. With an estimated one 
billion bushels of wheat to be dumped on world 
markets this fall, the expected consumptive de- 
mand is not believed to cover more than half this 


amount. The world faces a wheat surplus, then, . 


of close to five hundred millions of bushels. With 
once-wheat importing countries rapidly striding 
towards self-sufficiency in the production of this 
grain, and tariffs and barriers facing wheat ex- 
porting countries from every corner. of the 
globe, the farmers are looking into a blank wall. 

If the United States and Canada, which are two 
of the largest wheat exporting countries of the 
world can join hands in an endeavor to market 
their wheat at a maximum price to the grower and 
a minimum loss to the government, they have 
paved the way for possible similar actions in other 
mutual marketing problems of the future.

Now, roads, and roadbuilding, do not really 
come within a woman’s sphere, but the effects 
thereof are certainly felt by them! So perhaps 
it would not be amiss to discuss: this subject for 
a little while, 


These thoughts were assembed last Monday 
week, while sitting by the Radium Hot Springs, 
trying to unknot the dreadful kinks caused by 
riding over the awful alleged “highway” from 
Cranbrook to Radium, so, at least, they come from 
the heart! It does seem so terribly short-sighted 
of the Federal Government to overlook the pos- 
sibilities of tourist traffic. Tourists bring money 
to many places, and in many unexpected ways, 
but if there are no good roads there will be no 
tourists. For three years it has been my priv- 
ilege to camp at Radium Hot Springs, and it was 
always a source of amusement to read the auto- 
mobile licensés and see how many States of the 
Union were represented, or how many Canadian 
Provinces. This year not a State or Province, 
other than Alberta and British Columbia, were in 
camp when we were there. Last year the place 
was crowded, camping a matter of sharing kitch- 
ens with two or three other parties, parking Liz- 
zie in the smallest of lots, really quite a feat; but, 
this year there were not fifteen families camp- 
ing there at that time. What an object-lesson! 
Americans conspicuous by their absence! After 
travelling on their roads I can well understand 
their Resitating to put their cars over the road 
leading into Banff National Park via Radium. 
When a few people have broken their necks and 
ruined their cars, perhaps the Government will 
realize that there is something sadly lacking in 
their road-building program. The roads inside 
the Park, which were the best roads to be found 
in Alberta or B.C., are rapidly going into a state 
of disrepair. their smooth surface is now pitted 
with potholes, and few parts are freshly oiled. 
The roads leading to the parks are a fifty-fifty 
Dominion-Provincial affair, but at present they 
look as if they were nobody’s business! The Fed- 
eral Government must lack imagination, brains, 
vision, or something, not to take this matter into 
their own hands. The tourist trade turned away 
through inability to face the roads this year will 
reach an immense figure. 

There is another aspect that occurs to me to 
be of even greater personal importance to Cana- 
dians, and that is the lack of an All-Canadian 
route to Vancouver. Many Canadians come from 
the Old Land, all of which is within easy reach 
of the sea, and many have hungered for a sight 
of the sea, but couldn’t afford the trip. Quite a 
little of that cost would be eliminated for those 
who have cars, if there were good-arterial roads 
through Canada to the Coast. Think of the bhun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars spent in the States 
for gas, a meal here and there, a few nights’ lodg- 
ing, etc. This money would all go into Canadian 
hands if there were any respectable roads to 
travel. The Americans have the roads, and we 
haye the scenery! If the Federal Government 
would learn to build fine highways amidst our 
beautiful scenery, I could visualize the whole set- 
up being altered; instead of Canadians going into 
the. States, of necessity, to get to Vancouver, I 
could: imagine Americans coming, by choice, up 
to Canada for the same purpose. Their numbers 
in our National Parks would be materially in- 
creased, and the resultant revenue from this traf- 
fic should enable the Government to meet the high 
cost of this work. Anyway, relief should be a 
Federal matter, and in the papers every day we 
read of the thousands and thousands of dollars 
paid out by both Provincial and Federal Govern- 
ments in relief. Why can’t these thousands, plus 
many other thousands, if necessary, be put into 
roads? I don’t believe there is a decent man liv- 
ing who would not feel a glow of pride in helping 
to build a lasting project of this type, rather than 
having his relief handed to him in grocery slips, 
etc., etc. 

After all, on a purely dollars and cents basis, 
and laying aside all humanitarian considerations, 
everyone has a right to work and live in this, or 
any other country; and this is work that is of 
practical and lasting benefit to the Dominion and 
themselves. Roosevelt, some Americans claim, is 
bankrupting the States, but at least he is giving 
them something durable and worthwhile with his 
various WPA projects. For instance, the Grand 
Coulee Dam project has already converted a 
swamp with twelve people existing therein, into 
a thriving, delightful city of fifteen thousand. 
Generations to come will benefit from this great 
project,“as today, thousands are directly benefit- 
ting from the work entailed. Every kind of pro- 
fession, from engineer to dentist, from carpenter 
to laborer, florist to caterer, are represented in 
this colossal scheme for future betterment. It 
seems to me something worthwhile working for. 
Let us urge our Federal members to take up this 
question of arterial roadbuilding, financed as re- 
lief or otherwise, if necessary. Good and safe 
roads would make holiday-taking easier and 
cheaper. It is good business for everyone to get 
away for a short time from their everyday sur- 
roundings. In fact, if I were a lawmaker I would 
insist on at least one week’s holiday per year, for 
every man, woman and child !

‘Drill For Oi 
West of Innisfail 


With Canadian oil production 
at a new high for the months of 
May and June and with the un- 
settled state of world affairs, 
particularly in many important 
oil producing countries, the fu- 
ture of Canada as a most impor- 
tant and potentially large oil 
producing country is bright. 

While interest in Canadian oil 
has heretofore centered about de- 
velopment in Turner Valley, in- 
terest is now shifting to the sev- 
eral new fields that are currently 
being explored by development 
interests. The opening up of one 
or more new, undeveloped and 
unexploited fields will give an 
impetus to further oil develop- 
ment in Canada such as has never 
been experienced in the history 
of Canada’s oil industry. “ 

Particular interest is being evi- 
denced in the current diamond 
drill test that is being conducted 
by Canyon Oils Ltd., a develop- 
ment company, and the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas, Light, Heat 
and Power Co. Ltd., on the Clear- 
water anticline in the Glearwater 
Forest Resérve, west of Innisfail. 


According to reports of geolo- 
gists, the structure is an anticlin- 
al fold perhaps 15 miles long and 
two miles wide, Production is 
looked -for in the Devonian lime- 
stone, which underlies the Banff 
shales, in which strata the test 
well starts. The drilling compan- 
ies anticipate that they will 
strike the productive horizon at 
slightly over 2000 feet. 

Devonian Area Is Productive 

It is in the Devonian limestone 
that many of the prolific wells in 
Michigan and Pennsylvania get 
their production. In Canada, the 
Devonian limestone can economi- 
cally be exploited in relatively 
few places. The Fort Norman 
field, Moose Dome and this new- 
ly discovered Clearwater  struc- 
ture show the greatest commer- 
cial possibilities inasmuch as on 
these structures the Devonian 
limestone occurs so near the sur- 
face, 

While the Devonian limestone 
is an extremely hard formation 
in which drilling is tediously 
slow and most difficult, there is 
compensation in that production 
is expected at so much shallower 
depth than in Turner Valley. Cost 
of drilling wells is, therefore, 
from one-third to one-quarter the 
cost of drilling in Turner Valley. 

The opening up of a few such 
fields as the Clearwater struc- 
ture promises to be will make 
Canada a great factor in world 
oil production. Already becom- 
ing each year increasingly impor- 
tant due to development progress 
in Turner Valley, the opening of 
one or more new fields will make 
Canada the largest oil producing 
factor of the British Empire. The 
attraction of new capital to de- 
velop new and unexploited fields 
will also be responsibe for the 
extension of distribution facili- 
ties to increase the consumption 
of Canadian oil in eastern and 
western Canada as well as_ in 
other portions of the British Em- 
pire.

The World of Wheat 


By MAJOR H. L. STRANGE 


Thatcher, Renown and Apex; 
the new rust-resistant wheats, 
have been “tried in the fires and 
have not been found wanting.” 

This year, most unfortunately, 
a rust epidemic visited our Prair- 
ies, and many farmers who had 
to depend upon varieties suscep- 
tible to stem rust, such as Mar- 
quis, Ceres, Reward, Garnet and 
Red Bobs, have suffered serious 
losses with their crops both in 
yield and in grade. ; 

The new rust-resistant varie- 
ties, however, have done well, for 
they have suffered little or no 
damage from the dread scourge. 

Those farmers who were able 
this last spring to obtain suffi- 
cient seed to sow their entire 
fields to any one of these new 
varieties are fortunate; those who 
were not, however, will have the 
opportunity this coming year of 
obtaining their full requirements 
of the seed of any one of these 
rust-resistant varieties, for good 
seed will be plentiful and. at a 
moderate cost. 

Resistant to stefn rust as these 
new varieties are, however, they 
can only be regarded as “stop 
gaps,” to be replaced as soon as 
our Canadian Plant Breeders are 
able to release for use some of 
the better new _ rust-resistant 
strains which the Dominion Re- 
search Laboratory now has in the 
making. 

Following factors have tended 
to raise price: North China 
continues to buy Australian flour, 
Continent and United Kingdom 
purchasing U.S. Pacific wheat, 
drought and heat lowering corn 
yields in southern Europe and 
Danube Basin, Germany buys 
U.S. corn, severe drought causes 
wheat crop failure in Spain. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Poland announces 
export bounty on wheat, increas- 
ed wheat production in Japan, 
France imposes import duty on 
oats, barley and rye, bumper 
grain crop indicated in Germany, 
private Hungarian estimates lar- 
ger than official, most importers 
confining purchases to immediate 
needs, Widespread rains in north- 
west India benefit food grains.

NEW YORK-—-Howard Hughes 
round-the-word and_transconti- 
nental record holder, hung up 
another record recently, but it 
was only incidental to a research 
flight. 

Winging non-stop from Los 
Angeles to New York to test a 
new type of oxygen mask for 
high altitude flight, Mr. Hughes, 
in his rdund-the-world transport 
type piane, crossed the continent 
in 10 hours 34 minutes, beating 
the best previous record by al- 
most 30 minutes.

Only by orderly development 
of the Turner Valley oil fields 
would it have been possible to 
save to prairie consumers the five 
million dollars which will be 
saved this year. 

There is a natural tendeney to 
minimize the marketing problems 
which meet Alberta producers. 
Marketing problems, it is often 
said, solve themselves. 

Experience has shown the 
error of those who hold this com- 
forting view. They are unaware, 
perhaps, of the confusion which 
once reigned in the oil fields of 
East Texas. In the process of de- 
veloping its market,. the price of 
‘ qrude oil in that field went down 
as.low at 10 cents a barrel. When 
proration was put into effect, 
martial law had to be invoked to 
enforce it. 

Once the benefits of regulation 
were realized, the views changed. 
It has been fortunate for Alberta 
and the west that the industry 
here has avoided the disastrous 
experiences which caused such 
trouble in Texas.

Government Collections 


Increase $406,491 


By T. B. WINDROSS 


» EDMONTON. — The Alberta 
Government’s financial statement 
for the fiscal year’s first quar- 
ter, which ended June 30, was 
made public last week. It showed 
heavy increases in levies taken 
from taxpayrs in comparison 
with the corresponding period 
for last year; a total of $7,125,622 
was collected by the Government 
during the three months, an in- 
crease of $406,491. Total expen- 
ditures for that period increased 
$217,047 to a total of $5,563,064. 

The’ expenditures do not in- 
clude approximately three quar- 
ters of a million dollars which is 
being withheld in reduced inter- 
est payments on the provincial 
debt, or $314,000 which was cut 
from relief grants in comparison 
with last year. 

Dominion Government grants 
for direct relief in drouth areas 
were increased by almost $345,- 
000. When these items are con- 
sidered, said observers here, it 
is obvious that despite the re- 
duced payments and’ grants, Al- 
berta’s Government is costing 
steadily more, although close to 
$25,000,000 has been defaulted in 
the last three years and is not 
taken into account in expendi- 
tures. 

Reduction of $267,727 in the 
provincial debt, to a_ total of 
$156,747,689, was announced for 
the three months. Most of the 
decrease was accounted for in 
savings certificates, of which 
about $7,000,000 are still out- 
standing. The total figure on the 
provincial debt does not include 
the $7,000,000 interest defaulted, 
but does count the unpaid and 
overdue maturities of principal. 


Solon Low Returns 

Back in Edmonton after his 
trip to Salt Lake City and Los 
Angeles, Provincial Treasurer 
Solon Low talked with the Pre- 
mier for a while and then asked 
newspapers to quote him as de- 
nying that he had intended to try 
to replace Aberhart as Premier. 
“All. poppycock—the product of 
a twisted mind,” he said. 

It became known that Mr. 
Low’s hopes of arranging a re- 
funding scheme on his own in- 
itiative were dashed on his trip 
south. He is expected now to re- 
main in the background on the 
new quiet insurgency against the 
present Government. (In the 
meantime, Aberhart denied that 
he planned any changes in the 
cabinet.

Magistrate Dismissed 


Dismissal of Magistrate A. H. 
Gibson of Edmonton was a high- 
light of the week around the 
capital. The Premier, who is also 
Attorney-General, refused to state 
his reasons for firing the magi- 
strate. Mr. Gibson refused to pre- 
sent his own case to the public 
at once. It is rumored, how- 
ever, that he had a clash with the 
Government a few months ago 
over the Powell and Unwin cases 

-that the Government tried to 
dictate to him the procedure to 
be followed. and that he refused 
to take orders as to how he 
should conduct the case or what 
decisions he should render at the 
preliminary hearing.

CLEVELAND, Ohio.—Develop- 
ment of a new 1,000-watt mer- 
cury lamp producing so brilliant 
a light that it has been called a 
et sun” was announced re- 
cently by the General Electric 
ny. 

The new lamp is slightly more 
than three inches long. It. con- 
sists of a small quartz tube which 
contains a tiny bore enclosing a 
globule of mercury and a trace 
of argon gas. Each end of the 
quartz tube is furnished with a 
brass ferrule providing ‘proper 
electrical contact. The light 
source, 'a highly concentrated are, 
is approximately 12 times as 
brilliant as the incandescent fila- 
ment of a 1,000-watt standard 
projection lamp. 

In producing so brilliant a 
light, such high pressure and heat 
are developed that the lamp 
would destroy itself if a cooling 
System were not provided. By 
developing a glass cooling jacket, 
permitting three quarts of water 
per minute to flow past the 
gleaming lamp, engineers found 
a practical way to carry off ex- 
cess heat without affecting the 
light output. 

Very Steady Light 

Engineers of the General Elec- 
tric plant believe that the “midg- 
et sun” will revolutionize light- 
ing practice in numerous fields 
of light projection. Since its 
tunnel is so tiny that it can nei- 
ther wander nor wiggle, the arc 
stream is said to be remarkably 
steady, making it an ideal means 
of illumination for photo-engray- 
ing. ; 

Through its use, the engineers 
report, newspaper cuts have been 
produced having an almost per- 
fect screen. Even when viewed 
under a microscope, each dot ap- 
peared astonishingly clean cut. 
“Obviously,” they say, “the more 
clearly defined the dots on an en- 
graving plate, the more faithful 
the halftone reproduction of the 
illustration.” 

Other uses in which labora- 
tory tests indicate that the new 
lamp can be used to great advan- 
tage include blue-printing, photo- 
enlarging and in search lights.
